A morning session of the conven­ 
tion was adjourned to provide oppor­ 
tunity for further peace conferences, 
but after two hours’ consultation the 
advocates 
of an out-and-out anti- 
Klan plank announced that the issues 
must be settled by the delegates. 
Bain Colby, of New York, a for­ 
mer secretary of state, was elected 
to conduct a floor fight for the plank 
condemning the Klan by name, and it 
appeared likely that 
W. 
J. 
Bryan 
would lead the element to put in tho 
platform 
the reaffirmation 
of tho 
principle of religious liberty. 
Just 
before 
the 
convention 
re­ 
assembled this afternoon to vote its 
decision, the committee held another 
meeting in a final effort toward the 
compromise which party leaders had 
failed to attain. 


Madison Square Garden, June 28.— 
Responding to appeals of the party 
leaders to give more

Ku Klux Klan plank, the Democratic 
National Convention, after a brief 
morning session, recessed until two 
o’clock this afternoon.

Philadelphia, June 28.-—The Federal 
Reserve Bank of Philadelphia in its 
monthly review of industry and trade 
conditions in eastern Pennsylvania, 
southern New Jersey and Delaware 
says: 


“Partly because of unseasonable 
weather, business activity in this dis­ 
trict has continued to decline dur­ 
ing the last month, although the rate 
of decrease has become progressively 
slower. 
This 
slacken',ng was 
evi­ 
denced by a further fall in the pio- 
duction of basic commodities, by a 
reduction in the number of employes 
at industrial establishments, and by 
decreased distribution of goods. 
At 
the same time wholesale commodity 
prices have continued to fall, and the 
demand for bank credit has lessened. 


“The policy of ordering in small- 
amounts and for prompt shipment 
continues in practically all industries, 
and in order to prevent the accumu­ 
lation of stocks, many manufactur­ 
ers have curtailed production. 
As a 
result, copfsumption and output in 
many industries are more closely bal­ 
anced than they were a month ago. 
Such a condition is found in the iron 
and steel industry, in which declin­ 
ing business has been accompanied 
by a sharp reduction of operations. 
Although certain types of fabricated 
steel have been selling rather actively, 
most iron and steel products are in 
no better demand than they were last 
month. 


“With one or two minor exceptions,! 
no improvement is evident in the 
market for textiles, and operations 
have been curtailed further. 
Hides 
are not moving as well as they were 
a month ago, and leather and leather 
products are in dull request. 
Paper, 
tobacco leaf, bituminous 
and 
the 
various building materials are also 
in poor demand. 
“The distribution of goods, as meas­ 
ured by the volume of wholesale and ! 
retail trade, was less than in May, [ 
1923. 
Retail trade was 2.4 per cent 
below that of a year ago, but this j 
decline is attributable in great part j 
to the exceptionally bad weather that 
prevailed. 
Of the eight wholesale J 
lines reposing, sales in May were 
smaller in all eases than in May, 
1923, and in only throe lines were 
they larger than in April. 
“According to the reports received 
from 1041 industrial establishments in 
Pennsylvania, New- Jersey and Dela­ 
ware the number of wage earners on 
the payrolls fell off 3.7 per cent be­ 
tween March and April, and total 
wages paid declined 5.1 per cent. Pre­ 
liminary reports for the period ending 
June 15 indicate that these movements 
have continued, and that especially 
large declines in employment have) 
taken place at silk and other textile 
mills and at metal 
manufacturing 
plants. 
“The advent of warm weather dur- I 
ing the latter half of the month has 
stimulated retail sales, especially of 
summer wearing apparel. 
But ad­ 
vance resports from the majority of 
stores indicate that the volume of re­ 
tail trade will not be as large as in 
Jupe, 1923, because the depressed con­ 
dition of business and the increase of 
urvem ploy merit are causing consumers 
to buy cautiously. This is particularly 
noticeable in industrial centers, al­ 
though reports from all cities state 
that price is more of a factor in sales 
than it has been for the last sev­ 
eral years. 
“ A downward trend is still notice- 
able in the prices of most textile! 
products, but declines are most pro­ 
nounced 
in 
spring 
and 
summer 
merchantli.se, which is now being offer- j 
cd to retailers at considerably lower! 
prices than sixty days ago. 
Silk 
goods, knitted woolen sweaters and 
capes, carpets and rugs, gloves and 
silk hosiery are the items most af­ 
fected. 
Imported fancy goods, such 
as beaded bags and beaded necklaces, 
are also offered at concessions in price, 
as are dorriestic and imported fancy i 
woolen suits.

was elected principal of the Hanover 
schools.

The veteran scholar’s knowledge 
of the political history of the country 
is profound. He has always been in­ 
tensely interested in politics and still 
keeps in touch with such events ae 
are now taking place at the national 
conventical of the Democratic party 
in New York. 
His failing eyesight 
prevents him from reading the news­ 
papers to any great extent himself 
but he has them read to him daily. 
His memory for names and data is 
remarkable.

BRITISH 
GOLF 


Hagen Recaptures Title, Defeat­ 
ing Whitcombe By Single 
Stroke. 


Hoylake, England, June 28.—Walter i 
Hagen, American 
professional, won 
the British open golf championship 
here Friday. 
Hagen captured the title by a single 
stroke with an aggregate of 301 for 
the 72 holes of medal play against 
302 made by E. R. Whitcombe, the 
brilliant British professional. 
In Trouble On Many Holes 
Hagen got exactly 
the 
number 
necessary and came home in even 
fours for a 36, despite the gusty winds 
blowing over the course. 
At almost 
every hole on the homeward way he 
was in trouble of some sort. 
He in­ 
variably recovered magnificently and 
went on to'his goal with a crowd of 
1,000 watching his every shot down 
to the last putt which he had to sink 
to beat Whitcombe and gain for the 
second time the British open-profes­ 
sional crown. 


Hagen’s victory makes it the third 
time within the last four years that 
the British open title has been won by 
an American. 
Jock Hutchison, born 
and reared in Scotland, but a resident 
d the United States for many years, 
won it in 1921. 
Hagen, a native- 
born American, captured the title in 
1922, but lost it last year by one 
stroke to Arthur G. Havers, 
young 
British professional. 
Three Strokes Behind At Start 
His victory Friday was the result 
cf pluck, endurance and sound golf. 
He started out Thursday with a 77 
for his first round, several strokes 
over some competitors who were hard­ 
ly considered in his. class. 
In the 
second round, however, the American 
star came home with a brilliant 73, 
being topped only by the remarkable 
7ft of Whitcombe.
